And speaking of drug stores, how come you have not given the 
pharmacists who are on strike against one of your big advertisers 8 ny 
space concerning their disagreement with their employers (like an 
e^torial in their behalf)? You have given a lot of free space on behalf of 
their employers against the meat cutters (in the form of editorials). By 
the way, what has happened to their union pharmacists? 
Maybe that half way solution jyou mention in your editorial will 
turn out better than the. one they tried 37 years ago under like 
circumstances. They leased their meat departments to their market 
managers, then asked their market managers to withdraw from the 
union. Needless to say they didn’t get by with that halfway solution 
either. 


You say you syiripathize with the meat cutters on their stand 
concerning late hours, and all this could be taken care of by staggered 
shifts and $10 over scale. Bunk . . . what happens when business is off 
and your big advertiser says to his meat cutters "you will all take a half 
day off this week or 1 day or 2 days off?” What guarantee has he 
against this? Chain stores now have a chance to work meat cutters 6 
days a week but they don’t because the 6th day is a premium pay day. 


You say that, for most people, there are nine hours of shopping for 
meat, all on Saturday. Bunk, pure unadulterated bunk put out by you 
and your big advertiser. If their meat counters on Saturday have long 
lines waiting for meat, then they don’t have enough meat cutters to get 
the meat ready and into the meat cases. In case you don’t realize it, it’s 
a very skilled trade. 


There’s the same problem at the check-out counters — a few of 
them open, the rest closed. Why? I guess it’s because of what you call 
stagger^ hours — the same help spread out over many, many more 
store hours. I don’t believe you when you say there are many persons 
who can’t shop for meat when the meat counters are open. I also don’t 
agree with you that meat cut before 6 should be allowed to be sold after 
that time. If union hours are from 9 » a.m. to 6 p.m. for me, a small 
merchant, then they should be the s ^ e for large stores. • 
If your big super market advertisers really want to help the custom­ 
er who can’t get to the store before 6 p.m., why don’t they put in a 
“will call” dept, where a customer could call in her order, a union meat 
cutter could put it up during union hours, and she could pick it up 
whatever time she could get to the store. I’m sure details could be 
worked out by the union and the stores. 


One of the super markets is basically doing this in its drug depart­ 
ment because of a disagreement.with its pharmacists. You have re­ 
minded meat cutters on a couple of occasions about the hundreds of 
occupations at which men and .women work not only late hours but 
even aU night shifts. My answer to this is “they chose their profesrions- 
we c h ^ GUIS. What’s wrong with that? You are right when you sav 
there s no question how the public feels about this issue,” because the 
largest percentage agrees with the meat cutters and n o t with you and 
your big advertisers.

And now the other side of the story: 
As a meat market owner and a union meat cutter, I thoroughly 
disagree with your second (or is it third) editorial on meat cutters (you 
call them butchers). The only butchering being done is by you hatchet 
men. This week it s the meat cutters again; last week it was the drug 
stores. And speaking of drug stores, how' come you have not given the 
pharmacists who are on strike against one of your big advertisers any 
space concerning their disagreement with their employers (like an 
editorial in their behalf)? You have given a lot of free space on behalf of 
their employers against the meat cutters (in the form of editorials). By 
the way, what has happened to their union pharmacists? 


Maybe that half way solution ^ou mention in your editorial will 
turn out better than the. one they tried 37 years ago under like 
circumstances. They leased their meat departments to their market 
managers, then asked their market managers to withdraw from the 
union. Needless to say they didn’t get by with that halfway solution 
either. 


You say you sympathize with the meat cutters on their stand 
concerning late hours, and all this could be taken care of by staggered 
shifts and $10 over scale. Bunk . . . what happens when business is off 
and your big advertiser says to his meat cutters “you will all take a half 
day off this week or I day or 2 days off?” What guarantee has he 
against this? Chain stores now have a chance to work meat cutters 6 
days a week but they don’t because the 6th day is a premium pay day. 


You say that, for most people, there are nine hours of shopping for 
meat, all on Saturday. Bunk, pure unadulterated bunk put out by you 
and your big advertiser. If their meat counters on Saturday have long 
lines waiting for meat, then they don’t have enough meat cutters to get 
the meat ready and into the meat cases. In case you don’t realize it, it’s 
a very skilled trade. 


There s the same problem at the check-out counters — a few of 
them open, the rest closed. Why? I guess it s because of what you call 
staggered hours —- the same help spread out over many, many more 
store hours. I don t believe you when you say there are many persons 
who can t shop for meat when the meat counters are open. I also don’t 
agree with you that meat cut before 6 should be allowed to be sold after 
that time. If union hours are from 9»a.m. to 6 p.m. for me, a small 
merchant, then they should be the same for large stores. *

In recent weeks two do natio ns o f a to ­ 
tally different nature wo e made to the 
park districts in Ho ffman Estates and 
Schaumburg . While the do natio ns were 
different, bo th will help to ^>eedi;9 two 
impo rtant pro jects. 
Do llars and dirt, that is what the parii 
districts receiv ed. Ho ffman Estates has 
been o ffered 50,000 cuto c y ards o f fill to 
fio o dpro o f a park earmariied o r ex to i- 
siv e dev do pment. Schaumburg receiv ed 
$50,000 fro m an ano ny mo us so urce. That 
mo ney will g o to ward dev elo pment o f a 
larg e nature area in the v illa^ that has 
been in the planning stag es fen* many 
y ears. 
In each case, the do natio ns are impo r­ 
tant to majo r dev elo pment plans. 
The Hig hpo int Park area is scheduled 
to recdv e the dirt. It is also scheduled to 
receiv e o v er $100,000 in impro v ements. 
BUT THE DIRT is needed to create an 
riev ated surface, abo v e the po rtio ns o f 
the park wiiidi readily flo o d, so that ten­ 
nis co urts, apparatus areas and recrea­ 
tio nal fields. 
An o ffer by the ho me building firm o f 
Kaufman and Bro ad to siqiply the fill 
was made last week. While final details 
hav e no t been co mpleted it appears as 


tho ug h the pro ject, may be under way 
so o ner than ex pected. Park o fficials had 
(x m jectured that it m i^t take at least a 
y ear to g et the needed fill 
The dmiatio n to the Schaumburg Park 
District is equally impo rtant. The nature 
area has been in the planning stag es fo r 
y ears.

Richard Og ilv ie o r­ 
dered implemented immediately in an 
anno uncement made last mo nth. 
To m Hamilto n, chairman o f the Upper 
Salt Creek Watershed Steering Co m­ 
mittee, said the U.S. So il Co nserv atio n 
Smrice decided wo rk, “can pro ceed fo r 
the Busse Wo o ds structure witho ut jeo p­ 
ardizing the pro g ram.” 
Hamilto n made his statement Friday 
ev ening after a meeting o f so il co n­ 
serv atio n o fficials with representativ es o f 
v ario us state and lo cal g o v ernment 
ag encies. 
The Upper Salt Creek Watershed Ag- 
g reement is a $26.5 millio n pro ject to 
build flo o d co ntro ls acro ss the creek. The 
larg est o f these co ntro ls, the o ne in the 
Busse Wo o ds sectio n o f the Ned Bro wn 
Fo rest Preserv e, wo uld create a 600-acre 
lake fo r flo o d water retentio n. 
IN MID-SEPTEMBER, the ag reement 
was sent to the so il co nserv atio n serv ice 
fo r appro v al and inclusio n o n the fiscal 
1974 federal budg et, if the Co ng ress ap­ 
pro v es the co nserv atio n serv ice’s fiscal 
1974 budg et, co nstructio n co uld hav e be- 
bun in July , 1973. 
On Sept. 19, Go v . Og ilv ie anno unced 
that the state wo uld no t wait fo r federal 
funds, but wo uld ex pand the pro ject and 
pro ceed immediately . 
The g o v erno r’s anno uncement was 
made after suburban areas alo ng the 
creek had suffered heav y flo o d damag es. 
When the g o v erno r mkie his anno unce­ 
ment, Hamilto n said that the so il co n­ 
serv atio n s« *v ice wo uld hav e to appro v e 
any wo rk the state planned to do .

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Between the Lines 
‘Dollars, DirV 
Good For Area 


by STEVE BROWN 
In recent weeks two donations of a to­ 
tally different nature were made to the 
park districts in Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg. While the donations were 
different, both will help to speedup two 
important projects. 
Dollars and dirt, that is what the park 
districts received. Hoffman Estates has 
been offered 50,000 cubic yards of fill to 
floodproof a park earmarked or exten­ 
sive development. Schaumburg received 
$50,000 from an anonymous source. That 
money will go toward development of a 
large nature area in the village that has 
been in the planning stages for many 
years. 
In each case, the donations are impor­ 
tant to major development plans. 
The Highpoint Park area is scheduled 
to receive the dirt. It is also scheduled to 
receive over $100,000 in improvements. 
BUT THE DIRT is needed to create an 
elevated surface, above the portions of 
the park which readily flood, so that ten­ 
nis courts, apparatus areas and recrea­ 
tional fields. 
An offer by the home building firm (rf 
Kaufman and Broad to supply the fill 
was made last week. While final details 
have not been completed it appears as 


though the project, may be under way 
sooner than expected. Park officials had 
conjectured that it might take at least a 
year to get the needed fill. 


The donation to the Schaumburg Park 
District is equally important. The nature 
area has been in the planning stages for 
years. Ellsworth Meineke, a noted con­ 
servationist, has fostered the idea and 
aided the park district’s plans. The park 
district will probably receive state and 
federal funds to acquire the proposed 
400-acre area, but additional money will 
be needed for development. The $50,000 
donation will be instrumental toward this 
end. 


In this day and age of growing formal­ 
ity in the operation of municipal bodies, 
where direct contact with people is some­ 
times overlooked, it is good to see two 
examples one a generous private citi­ 
zens, the other a giant corporation — 
make an extraordinary effort to provide 
assistance. 
In both cases, the actions bespeak a 
generosity sometimes overlooked today. 
Both donations, dollars and dirt, are re­ 
freshing and reassuring that man has not 
outgrown his ability to cooperate without 
being compelled to do so. 


Less Children Seen Corning 
From Schaumburg Project 


A reduction in the number of school 
children generated by the development 
of 190 acres north and east of Robert 
Frost Junior High School in Schaumburg, 
is expected by Schaumburg Township 
Dist. 54. 
Lerman Realty, Inc., who bought the 
acreage from Campane Hi Bros., proposes 
to sell the land to two new developers, 
said Marvin Lapicola, director of busi­ 
ness services for the school district. 
Campanelli Bros, received zoning and 
plan approval for the land in December 
1969, proposing a total of I, 016 dwelling 
units. 


The new developers, Ceisel-McGuire 
and 3H Builders, will come before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals Oct. 18, asking 
to reduce the number of units to 889, 
Lapicola said. Additionally, the number 
of three-bedroom units will be reduced. 


CAM PANELLI’S plans would generate 
an estimated 328 children, while the pro­ 
posed new plans would generate only 190 
children, Lapicola said. 


Ceisel-McGuire plans to buy the north 
third of the total parcel, and develop 478 
units. The units in the parcel will be re­ 
duced by 26, although Ceisel-McGuire 
plans more two-bedroom units and fewer 
one-bedroom units than Campanelli did. 


The central and south portions of the 
site will be bought by 3H Builders. The 
firm proposes reducing the number of 
units in its section by 101, and also de­ 
creasing the number of three-bedroom 
units by 120. 


The total reduction of 127 units and the 
decrease in three-bedroom units will re­ 
sult in fewer children, Lapicola said. 
When Campenelli’s plan was approved, 
the developer agreed to donate a seven- 
acre school site, north of Robert Frost 
Junior High School, Lapicola said. 
The school site is outside the land 
being sold, and will not be affected by

Watershed Plan 
To Begin At 
Busse Preserve 


Construction work for a flood control 
structure in the Busse Woods Forest Pre­ 
serve can begin immediately, using state 
funds for the work. The structure is part 
of the Upper Salt Creek Watershed Pro­ 
gram which Gov. Richard Ogilvie or­ 
dered implemented immediately in an 
announcement made last month. 
Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 
Salt Creek Watershed Steering Com­ 
mittee, said the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service decided work, “can proceed for 
the Busse Woods structure without jeop­ 
ardizing the program.” 
Hamilton made his statement Friday 
evening after a meeting of soil con­ 
servation officials with representatives of 
various state 
and 
local 
government 
agencies. 
The Upper Salt Creek Watershed Ag- 
greement is a $26.5 million project to 
build flood controls across the creek. The 
largest of these controls, the one in the 
Busse Woods section of the Ned Brown 
Forest Preserve, would create a 600-acre 
lake for flood water retention. 
IN MID-SEPTEMBER, the agreement 
was sent to the soil conservation service 
for approval and inclusion on the fiscal 
1974 federal budget. If the Congress ap­ 
proves the conservation service’s fiscal 
1974 budget, construction could have be- 
bun in July, 1973. 
On Sept. 19, Gov. Ogilvie announced 
that the state would not wait for federal 
funds, but would expand the project and 
proceed immediately. 
The 
governor’s 
announcement 
was 
made after suburban areas along the 
creek had suffered heavy flood damages. 
When the governor made his announce­ 
ment, Hamilton said that the soil con­ 
servation service would have to approve 
any work the state planned to do. If the 
state’s plans would hinder obtaining 
approval of federal funds, Hamilton said 
the state would not be permitted to start 
work on the project 
THE CONSERVATION service’s deci­ 
sion permitting work to begin, “means 
we will get a head start on the project,’’ 
said Hamilton. 
The first step in construction work will 
be the completion of necessary engineer­ 
ing drawings. These will be done by the 
Illinois Division of Waterways, in cooper­ 
ation with the federal conservation ser­ 
vice. 
After the engineering drawings are 
completed, 
the 
conservation 
service, 
“saw no reason, if state funds become 
available, for earth moving not to be­ 
gin,’’ said Hamilton. 
Hamilton said John Guillou, head of 
the state division of waterways, “assured 
me state funds were available in a gov­ 
ernor’s emergency fund.’’ 
With the approval to proceed imme­ 
diately, Hamilton said the project was, 
“speeded up by at least a year, possibly 
longer. If things go well, the project 
cuuld be completed before 1980.” 
THE PROJECT had called for a com­ 
pletion date of 1982. 
Hamilton said that local officials must 
now, “push hard on Congress to get the 
project authorized, the earlier the bet­ 
ter.” He said there will also be an effort 
made to get more federal funding than 
originally had been asked for.

The homeowners explained the agree­ 
ment they were asked to sign granting 
access included a clause absolving Mor­ 
well of any responsibility, should the cor­ 
rective action be ineffective.

Talhami said the MSD cannot work 
directly with a builder, but only with a 
village. “Dealings with a builder must be 
done by the village,” he said. 
After the homeowners voiced com­ 
plaints about street flooding “up to the 
top of cars” and sewer manholes “flying 
up three feet” because of excess pres­ 
sure, Talhami commented on the general 
terrain. 
“This entire area IO years ago was 
farmland. This portion by the school is 
flood plain area,” said Talhami. The 
land was built up with fill to install 
roads, he said. Such matters as drainage 
and flood plains are not MSD jurisdic­ 
tion, but “are in the jurisdiction of local 
government,” he said.

Studies of two other river basins — the 
Little Calumet River south of Chicago 
and the North Branch of the Chicago 
River — will be completed this winter, 
Lanyon said. 
Three divisions of the U.S. Dept, of Ag­ 


riculture — the Soil Conservation Ser­ 
vice, the Forest Service and the Econom­ 
ic Research Service — are responsible 
for the research under the plan. 
Citizen groups concerned with each of 
the river basin studies survey local con­ 
ditions and report back to government 
officials.

He's In Position To Be Watch Dog 


John P. Kelley is a big robust man 
who physically fits the image of the Qld 
time Irish politician. TTie father of eight 
children, with five now in their teens, he 
looks at his flock and sees reasons to be 
in politics. 


But, his warm nature and self-labeled 
liberalism dispells part of the image his 
person projects . . . and at the same time 
his liberalism has its limitations too. 
Kelley, a Schaumburg resident, is an 
attorney and a certified public accoun­ 
tant who said his education and training 
has brought him to “a point in life where 
I decided to take a crack at elective of­ 
fice itself.” 


His choice to run as state representa­ 
tive from the new 3rd District follows 
more than a decade of activity with 
Schaumburg 
Township’s 
Democratic 
Party Organization. 


HE’S MOTIVATED TO run by what he 
termed an “apparent lack of integrity on 
the part of elected and appointed offi­ 
cials and its effect on people as a 
whole.” 
He pointed to the current indictment 
against former Gov. Otto Kerner as a 
great 
personal 
disappointment, 
then 
added he sees no lack of integrity among 
candidates or officials in the 3rd District. 
Kelley said his auditing experience

puts him in a good position to act as a 
watch dog preventing incidents like the 
extensive spending on a mansion for 
Southern Illinois University’s president. 
The discovery of $1 million in unpro­ 
cessed checks held by the state's Depart­ 
ment of Revenues is example of another 
incident Kelley believes he can prevent. 
UKE EVERYONE else, flooding prob­ 
lems bother Kelley. 
“One thing that bothers me most of 
all,” he said, “by continuing to develop 
vacant land we may be putting the cost 
of solutions beyond our control.” 


The solution, he adds, is to develop 
flood plains as parks while they’re still 
undeveloped. 
Local government is closer to the 
people and to the solution of any prob­ 
lem, Kelley said. But, if local govern­ 
ment doesn’t do the job needed on flood­ 
ing, the state and federal government 
will take over . . . and they’ll take over 
on zoning and building ordinances too, he 
added. 


To motivate local government to do 
its job he would support legislation 
enabling the state’s attorney general to 
take action against developers because 
the problem crosses village lines. 
ABOUT LOW AND moderate-income 
housing coming to the 3rd District, Kel­ 
ley said he recognizes the need for those 
who want to work here but can’t afford 
to live here. 
He believes there’s a place for low and 
moderate-income housing here to give 
people exposure to “the better things 
that prevail in suburban schools, subur­ 
ban super markets with their lower 
prices. But, it must be done “without de­ 
stroying the whole fabric (of the commu­ 
nity),” He also emphasized any action 


“has to consider the effect of the people 
already here.” The balancing decision on 
low and moderate-income housing will 
probably be settled in the courts regard­ 
less of what advance action is taken, 
said Kelley. He is content to let the 
courts handle the matter. 
AMONG KELLEY’S activities is his 
position as a lay member of the board of 
education at St. Viator High School in 
Arlington Heights. 
If elected to state office he’d resign his 
position to avoid conflict of interest when 
he supports parochiaid legislation, he 
said. 


It would cost the tax payers in High 
School District 211 and 214 an additional 
$1.2 million annually to take on the stu­ 
dents from St. Viator, should the school 
ever close, he said. 
If parents paying tuition at St. Viator’s 
were given a $200 annual tax break for 
each student they’re sending to the 
school, the tax payers in Districts 211 
and 214 would still be $1 million ahead, 
he added. 


Beyond economics, he favors paro­ 
chiaid philosophically, too. He said we’re 
living in a 
pluralistic society that 
shouldn’t stress an obligation to mold 
children into “identical tin soldiers.” 
“WE NO LONGER find a need to 
bleach the black man,” he said, adding, 
“there are black study programs. He 
doesn’t have to revere the same colonial 
heros.” 
Kelley added he’d work to allow public 
funds be used to do the same thing for 
parochial school within the frame work 
of existing laws. 
“If it (parochiaid) comes, St. Viator’s 
should be required to open its books to 
the state. The school should have to ad­ 


here to government standards and ac­ 
counting practices,” he added. 
Kelley is generally in agreement with 
current abortion law in Illinois and 
stressed his “great sanction for human 
life.” 
Before condescending to any liber­ 
alization of abortion law he’d have to be 
certain it is aimed at protecting the 
pregnant woman’s health and accounts 
for the baby’s life starting earlier than 
birth. 


“I’d prefer not to pinpoint that,” he 
said, when asked at what point he be­ 
lieves a baby’s life begins. 
Asked about the Chicago Transit Au­ 
thority, Kelley said it is the responsi­ 
bility of the City of Chicago, but obvious­ 
ly has repercussions in suburban Cook 
County. 


“I’ll be in favor of giving MFT (motor 
fuel tax) funds to the CTA,” he said, ad­ 
ding his disappointment in the devel­ 
opment of roads and highways. 
To accommodate transportation needs 
he’d advocate a six county mass trans­ 
portation district approved by referen­ 
dum with provisions for public veto of 
how much money can be spent. 
He feels communities close to O’Hare 
like Des Plaines and Bensenville should 
have a roll in controlling the airport. 
Township government should be abo­ 
lished because it doesn’t serve a purpose 
except over a few square miles, he said. 
He believes the social services it pro­ 
vides can be allocated elsewhere. 
“The conflicts overwhelm the bene­ 
fits,” he added. 
Kelley also recognizes the need for a 
judicial review board, “Hell, you can get 
Charley Manson elected,” he said of the 
present system.

Education Is My First Responsibility

Interviews with the Republican 
candidates, Mrs. Virginia Macdon­ 
ald of Arlington Heights, and Don­ 
ald L. Totten of Hoffman Estates, 
will be presented tomorrow. 
Three of the four candidates will 
be elected to the House. 
Interviews with local, county and 
state candidates will appear daily 
in the coining weeks as part of the 
Herald's long standing coverage of 
suburban politics. All candidates 
interviewed came before the Her­ 
ald panel of some two dozen re­ 
porters and editors. 


“I felt ill voting for it,” she said. “But 
it was better than nothing, I guess.” 
Mrs. Chapman, who has been in the 
state House of Representatives for four 
terms, knows that reform in any matter 
doesn’t come all at once. In the case of 
the educational region “reform,” the for­ 
mer 102 regions were cut to 80 regions. 
“The state should have a half dozen 
such regions,” Mrs. Chapman said. 
And Mrs. Chapman should know. She’s 
her party’s spokesman on legislation af­ 
fecting education. 
“EDUCATION IS my first responsi­ 
bility,” she said. Mrs. Chapman, a for­ 
mer teacher, was a member of the High 
School Dist. 214 Board of Education from 
1961 to 1964. 
“My second priority is civil rights for 
women, since I’m one of only a few wom­ 
en in the House.” 


Mrs. Chapman is hopeful that the 
Equal Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution can be ratified during the 
next session of the legislature. She was 
the chief sponsor of the amendment in 
the Hose earlier this year. 


Other of Mrs. Chapman’s priorities are 
health and welfare needs and metropoli­ 
tan problems, including water manage­ 
ment and zoning laws. 


“It’s impossible to know all about all 
6,300 bills which are introduced each ses­ 
sion,” she said. “I serve where I have 
the expertise to do so, and read reports 
and studies all the time.” 
Mrs. 
Chapman 
also 
makes 
sure 
she has time to help people in her dis­ 
trict solve government problems. 
“Not just philosophical problems, ei­ 
ther,” she said. “I try to take care of 


individual needs when people ask me for 
help.” 
Being accessible to her constituents is 
an important part of the job, according 
to Mrs. Chapman. She also tries to an­ 
swer every letter that is sent to her. 
“This doesn’t mean I’m a computer. I 
don’t subscribe to the philosophy that ‘all 
I have to know is what the people of my 
district want,’ ” she said. “I respond to 
issues.” 


MRS. CHAPMAN would like to see 
more staff provided to legislators instead 
of more pay. Though she’s not sure 
whether or not she’d vote for a raise in 
pay after the November election, she’d 
definitely vote for a housing allowance. 
Honesty in government is a must, and 
Mrs. Chapman calls the Watergate in­ 
cident in which Republicans allegedly 
broke into Democrats offices “just aw­ 
ful.” 


“People in public affairs should be 
honest and not even open to questions 
about their honesty,” she said. 
Cooperation 
between 
governmental 
units is becoming more and more neces­ 
sary, said Mrs. Chapman. 


“Take the example of the recent flood­ 
ing in the suburbs,” she said. “Ifs easy 
to pass the responsibility for this prob­ 
lem from one governmental unit to an­ 
other. Every unit should plan for the 
maximum they can do.” 
Mrs. Chapman suggests that the Mate 
make up guidelines and that local gov­ 
ernments should manage the situation, 
as is done with many educational prob­ 
lems. Cooperative arrangements, like the 
special education co-op in the Northwest 
suburbs, are a feasible means of han­ 


dling situations that cross governmental 
boundaries, she said. 
“At the state level, however, water 
management has been a low priority 
item, far behind highways and education. 
And this is a problem,” said Mrs. Chap­ 
man. 
SAVING taxpayer’s money by elimi­ 
nating worthless offices at all levels of 
government is another major concern of 
Mrs. Chapman. Worthless offices, ac­ 
cording to the veteran representative, in­ 
clude county school superintendents, 
township school treasurers and township 
government. 


“It would be useless to introduce legis­ 
lation to abolish township government, 
however, because the Republican bloc 
would vote against it,” she said. “The 
Republicans are the villains in this 
case.” 


According to Mrs. Chapman, Cook 
County branch offices to include about 
six townships should replace the “arch­ 
aic township government.” 
“The township officials don’t have 
enough to do,” she said. “Can you imag­ 
ine? They’re even willing to handle food 
stamps to try to prove they’re worth­ 
while.”

A few years ago in New York I was 
seen by a heart specialist for rapid heart 
beat The following day I did some un­ 
usual thongs and developed a shaking 
sensation plus chest sweat and blacked 
out. An ambulance took me to the hospi­ 
tal. They gave me Cedanalid and after 
an electrocardiogram Hydrodiuril Quini- 
dine and Aldomet. I was checked out of 
the hospital the following day. I had two 
doctors f.*om India work on me and they 
sure wen ; to town. 
A few weeks ago I went to bed at 10:15 
p.m. Suddenly I felt a pouring like water 
coming b om my nose. Putting my finger 
to the base of the nose, I noted it was 
very dars reddish blood. I went to our 
local emergency ward in the hospital. 
The blood actually poured out. Cool wash 
cloths were used. 
The nurse supplied a half moon band­ 
age and the doctor inserted a flat piece 
of bandage about 1/16 inch thick and % 
inch wide. I got two different injections 
and was put to bed with the blood pres­ 
sure beirg checked regularly. At entry 
my pressure was over 200, which may 
have been caused by the sudden “party” 
with the bleeding. 
The doctor okayed me and now I take 
things in moderation. What I want to 
know is if this happens again (and I hope 
it won’t) is there some sort of treatment 
I can resort to before I can get help? 
Dear Leader — Your nose bleed is 
probably related to high blood pressure. 
Some of Ae medicines you’ve listed are 


given for that. Keeping your blood pres­ 
sure down will help to prevent another 
episode. This is why your doctor has 
asked you to take things easy. Your 
medicines and keeping your weight down 
and not overdoing it physically will go a 
long way towards helping you. 
Even with high blood pressure, the rea­ 
son bleeding occurs is because of dam­ 
age to the blood vessels. You may not be 
able to totally prevent the vessel damage 
but you might help minimize it by being 
certain that you have a proper diet and 
that you get plenty of vitamin C. 
It sounds to me like you did all Tight 
with your last mergency. The most im­ 
portant thing is to stay calm while you're 
getting help. Keep seated upright so that 
you don’t strangle on any blood that 
might run down your throat. Also that 
keeps the head above the heart level 
which minimizes the pressure that would 
aggravate bleeding. A cold wet bandage 
over the nose is sometimes helpful. 
Pinching shut the end of the nose may 
help if the bleeding is in the tip. But if 
there is lots of blood it may Just run 
down the back of your throat. A small, 
cold compress inside the tip of the nose 
will sometimes stop bleeding. Frequently 
with a severe nose bleed though, it will 
be necessary to have a doctor pack the 
nose. With less severe nose bleeds, some 
of them will stop spontaneously, but 
even so in an individual with your past 
history, I think you ought to see a doctor 
if such an episode occurred.

and May o r Ro bert Teichert o f 
Mo unt Pro spect became the latest 
suburban leader to face squarely 
the real questio ns o f ho using pro ­ 
g rams fo r his co mmunity .

As we hav e said in this space be­ 
fo re, the clearest and so undest an­ 
swer to the challeng e o f lo w' and 
mo derate inco me ho using is subur­ 
ban leadership which reco g nizes 
the issues and wo rks to meet them, 
no t thwart them. 


Such leadership was ex hibited 
last week by Ro bert Teichert in his 
address to the Bo ard o f Trustees o f 
Mo unt Pro spect. Teichert, as Vil­ 
lag e President, sits o n a 1 2 -mem- 
ber panel o f suburban may o rs w ho 
co llectiv ely are wo rking with the 
Metro po litan Ho using Co alitio n o f 
the Leadership Co uncil fo r Metro ­ 
po litan Open Co mmunities. 


Teichert is no t an av id pro po nent 
o f lo w and mo derate inco me ho us­ 
ing and his membership o n the 
co mmittee do es no t mean he is 
biased in its fav o r. In fact, Tei­ 
chert’s co nserv atism o n so cial is­ 
sues o ften clashes with this news­ 
paper’s v iew' o f g o v ernment as a 
means fo r so cial chang e. 


But with that aside, May o r Tei­

Teichert’s reactio n to this is the 
best, and so is his summatio n. 


“ Ho using is o ur natio n’s g reatest 
pro blem. It will be so lv ed with o r 


witho ut o ur co mmunity ’s help. 
I 
am ho peful that with o ur participa­ 
tio n the so lutio n may be o ne that is 
no t o nly acceptable but g o o d. In 
my judg ment o ur participatio n is 
no t o nly a practical necessity , it is 
a mo ral o blig atio n.” 


Teichert co rrectly assesses the 
ho using situatio n in the realistic 
terms o f the needs o f the metro ­ 
po litan area. Peo ple need ho using . 
It will co me to us in o ne o f two 
fo rms; as the planned dev elo pment 
o f the suburbs, o r as impo sed, 
co urt o rdered ho using as dev elo ped 
in the inner city . 


One plan w'hich has been sub­ 
mitted to the co urt fo r appro v al 
and implementatio n is the pro po sal 
made by the American Civ il Liber­ 
ties Unio n. In a plan submitted to 
U.S. District Co urt Judg e Richard 
Austin, the priv ate leg al bo dy pro ­ 
po sed that the suburbs be included 
in any metro po litan plan fo r wide­ 
spread lo w and mo derate inco me 
ho using and further, that suburban 
municipalities be allo wed 180 day s 
te prepare plans fo r such ho using . 
The ho using pro jects are no t to 
ex ceed mo re than two per cent o f 
the suburbs’ number o f dwelling 
units. 


Sho uld a suburban municipality 
refuse to abide by the co urt’s o r­ 
der, planning wo uld be do ne fo r the 
co mmunity at a rate o f fo ur per 
cent lo w' and mo derate inco me 
ho using per to tal number o f units. 


Called an “ o ppo rtunity ” to plan 
fo r pro g rammed ho using by the 
suburbs, the ACLU’s plan is really 
a threat and treats lo w and mo der­ 
ate inco me ho using as a punish­ 
ment to the suburbs. Plan fo r it 
y o urself and g et two per cent, the 
plan say s, o r fail to plan and so me­ 
o ne else will punish y o u with fo ur 
per cent. 


Such thinking is ty pical o f metro ­ 
po litan planners who reg ard the 
residents o f the suburbs as appen­ 
dag es to the city and therefo re sub­ 
ject to the w'hims o f the city . 
Wo rse, it treats the future resi­ 
dents o f lo w inco me ho using pro j­ 
ects as co mmo dities to be used as 
the embo diment o f a ty pe o f ro ug h 
justice which is no t really justice 
at all, but a fo rm o f rev eng e. 


No , the answer do es no t lie in 
tho se fo rced plans. The answer is 
with respo nsible suburban lead­ 
ership which sees ho using pro b­ 
lems bey o nd the bo undaries o f iso ­ 
lated suburban co mmunities. 


We believ e such leadership ex ­ 
ists in the No rthwest suburbs and 
that a new g eneratio n o f respo n­ 
sible public o fficials is at hand. 


Fo r it is no t eno ug h fo r us to 
punch ho les* in the urban planners. 
As Ro bert Teichert po ints o ut, it is 
up to the suburbs to pro duce pro ­ 
g rams o f their o wn.

the way we hope the suburbs will 
respond in the future. 


As we have said in this space be­ 
fore, the clearest and soundest an­ 
swer to the challenge of low and 
moderate income housing is subur­ 
ban leadership which recognizes 
the issues and works to meet them, 
not thwart them. 


Such leadership was exhibited 
last week by Robert Teichert in his 
address to the Board of Trustees of 
Mount Prospect. Teichert, as Vil­ 
lage President, sits on a 12-mem- 
ber panel of suburban mayors who 
collectively are working with the 
Metropolitan Housing Coalition of 
the Leadership Council for Metro­ 
politan Open Communities. 


Teichert is not an avid proponent 
of low and moderate income hous­ 
ing and his membership on the 
committee does not mean he is 
biased in its favor. In fact, Tei- 
chert’s conservatism on social is­ 
sues often clashes with this news­ 
paper’s view of government as a 
means for social change. 


But with that aside, Mayor Tei­ 
chert has correctly touched the 
nerve of this issue: The suburbs 
must take action on their own, they 
must respond to low and moderate 
housing needs or they will surely 
face imposed answers from ex­ 
perts who will crack suburban 
boundaries with a vengeance. 


Teichert’s reaction to this is the 
best, and so is his summation. 


“Housing is our nation’s greatest 
problem. It will be solved with or 


without our community’s help. I 
am hopeful that with our participa­ 
tion the solution may be one that is 
not only acceptable but good. In 
my judgment our participation is 
not only a practical necessity, it is 
a moral obligation.” 


Teichert correctly assesses the 
housing situation in the realistic 
terms of the needs of the metro­ 
politan area. People need housing. 
It will come to us in one of two 
forms; as the planned development 
of the suburbs, or as imposed, 
court ordered housing as developed 
in the inner city. 


One plan which has been sub­ 
mitted to the court for approval 
and implementation is the proposal 
made by the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union. In a plan submitted to 
U.S. District Court Judge Richard 
Austin, the private legal body pro­ 
posed that the suburbs be included 
in any metropolitan plan for wide­ 
spread low and moderate income 
housing and further, that suburban 
municipalities be allowed 180 days 
to prepare plans for such housing. 
The housing projects are not to 
exceed more than two per cent of 
the suburbs’ number of dwelling 
units. 


Should a suburban municipality 
refuse to abide by the court’s or­ 
der, planning would be done for the 
community at a rate of four per 
cent low and moderate income 
housing per total number of units. 


Called an “opportunity” to plan 
for programmed housing by the 
suburbs, the ACLU’s plan is really 
a threat and treats low and moder­ 
ate income housing as a punish­ 
ment to the suburbs. Plan for it 
yourself and get two per cent, the 
plan says, or fail to plan and some­ 
one else will punish you with four 
per cent. 


Such thinking is typical of metro­ 
politan planners who regard the 
residents of the suburbs as appen­ 
dages to the city and therefore sub­ 
ject to the whims of the city. 
Worse, it treats the future resi­ 
dents of low income housing proj­ 
ects as commodities to be used as 
the embodiment of a type of rough 
justice which is not really justice 
at all, but a form of revenge. 


No, the answer does not lie in 
those forced plans. The answer is 
with responsible suburban lead­ 
ership which sees housing prob­ 
lems beyond the boundaries of iso­ 
lated suburban communities. 


We believe such leadership ex­ 
ists in the Northwest suburbs and 
that a new generation of respon­ 
sible public officials is at hand. 


For it is not enough for us to 
punch holes in the urban planners. 
As Robert Teichert points out, it is 
up to the suburbs to produce pro­ 
grams of their own.

The administration said this was im­ 
possible because of students only having 
a 24 minute lunch period.

NEW YORK (UH) - Few people out- 
side the aviatkm industry paid attentk» 
to a Sept 27 decision by the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board.

No kmger will you have to be or pretend 
to be a member of a phony affinity group 
such as the Mystic Knights of the Sea or 
the Lefthanded Banjo Players Associ­ 
ation, to enjoy tow charter rates. How­ 
ever, affinity groups are not ruled out. 
CHARTER OPERATORS also no long­ 
er will be forced to charge at least 110 
per cent of the scheduled airline’s round 
trip fare. That rule always made impos­ 
sible some of the tow tour rates Eu­ 
ropeans have enjoyed for years under 
the inclusive tour charters ITCs. English­ 
men, for instance, have been offered a 
four-day wint^ holiday in Majorca for as 
little as $40. One English tour operator 
listed an ITC packa^ to Athens for the 
equivalent of $72.50, including jet travel, 
four nights in a hotel and a ir j^ trans­ 
fers. They could offer such cheap rates 
because they bought up plane seats and 
hotd accommodations and made money 
on a vdume transaction. 
New stakes in the charter game are so 
high that air lines filed suits and peti­ 
tions moments after the CAB announce­ 
ment just to jockey for favorable venue 
sites in case of legal action. 
Some scheduled lines are caught in the 
middle. Pan American, TWA and Ameri­ 
can don’t really know whether to applaud 
or condemn the CAB. They are in the 
charter business so it could help. It also 
could hurt their scheduled business. 
“The skeds will lose $200-300 million 
this year oa the North Atlantic run,”

You can now complain about the 
shameful way you’ve been treated by 
that terrible home-improvement con­ 
tractor to somebody besides Harry, your 
favorite bartender. And while it is un­ 
likely that Harry can do much for you 
except to lend a sympathetic ear, or 
wipe away your tears, there’s a good 
chance of your getting some kind of re­ 
dress through the National Remodelers 
Association (NRA) if you have a legiti­ 
mate cause of complaint. 
The association has nearly 5,000 mem­ 
bers nationwide — contractas who do 
home-improvement work and remodeling 
— who are committed to a code of ethics 
as one means of trying to improve the

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industry’s image. Another is the mainte­ 
nance of a national clearing bouse for 
consumer complaints at the association’s 
national offices in New York. 
AS AN EXAMPLE of bow it works, a 
homeowner in Ohio had paid a local con­ 
tractor $865 to waterproof a leaky base­ 
ment. The next good rain demonstrated 
that it was still a leaky basement The 
contractor seemed to have little en­ 
thusiasm for doing anything about the 
situation, so the homeowner wrote to the 
National Remodelers Association. 
A staff man there sent the complaint to 
another contractor in the Ohio dty, a 
member of the NRA’s local council 
there. The contractor inspected the job 
and reported that, although high-quality 
materials had been used, the basement 
did indeed still leak. 
An official of the council talked to the 
original contractor. What he said is not 
recorded — but the homeowner got a re­ 
fund of the fuU $865. 
“Frankly, we don’t have much in the 
way of teeth — yet. Our only weapon is 
persuasion,” says the association’s exec­ 
utive director, Jo ^ h M. Nahay. “But a 
local contractor isn’t very comfortable 
when he meets the other boys if they’ve 
got a down on him for giving the busi­ 
ness a bad name. So persuasion wori^ 
pretty weM, with most legitimate and 
conscientious contractors.” 
If a local council man can’t persuade 
an offending contractiM* to satisfy a prop­ 
erly aggrieved customer, Nahay says, an 
NRA contractor will usually offer to redo 
or complete the woric at cost. 
THERE’S LITTLE to be done, Nahay 
admits, for the consumer who’s been gul­ 
led by a fly-by-night contractor whose 
specialty is. shoddy work or unfinished 
jobs. The only remedy h»e, he says, is 
prevwitive selection; “Pick a contractor 
who’s established in the community. 
Check his bank references. Ask for the 
names of some satisfied customers. Get 
two or three estimates. 
“If somebody advertises, or solicits a 
job, with prices that are way out of line 
on the tow side, reason should tell you 
that you’re going to get short measure on 
either the materials or the workmanship. 
Or that you’re dealing with a ‘bait-and- 
switch* artist.” 
If you’ve acted on that advice, and you 
have a grievance against a contractor 
who’s still around and available, you can 
address a complaint (it must be in writ­ 
ing) to the association at 50 East 42nd 
St., New York, N. Y. 10017.

Acccarding to Duffy, 8.5 million Eu­ 
ropeans will travel ITC charters this 
year compared with only 80,(X)0 in the 
United States. 
“We’re at least 15 years bdiind tiie 
time,” said Duffy. “The intra-Europe 
ITC long has been accepted as the way 
middle and tow-income Europeans vaca­ 
tion cheiq[)]y in the Bfedit^anean. We 
could build up the Caribbean the same 
way.” 
A McDonndl Douglas Corp. study in­ 
dicates Europe’s charter traffic will ex­ 
pand about 17 per cent anmially through 
1960. Skeds also should do wdl according 
to passenger statistics from l^pain and 
Germany, two of the largest diart«r na­ 
tions. They showed a 10 per cent annual 
increase in scheduled traffic since 
mid 1960s. Charter flights apparently 
whet the appetites for scheduled flying. 
If the new CAB regulations do for the 
United Stotes what ITCs did for E u n ^ , 
10 million Ammcans will be flying on 
charters eadi year compared with only 
80,000 this year, according to Juan 
O’Callaban, an economic consultant on 
rrcs.

Oounting noses, overseeing safety com­ 
pliance, filling minority employment 
quotas and dealing with the boss’s rela­ 
tives are all part of the dally grind for 
personnel managers in Northwest Subur­ 
ban plants and offices.

that could give a 
compulsive perfectionist the willies. You 
see, the typical personnel manager is 
perpetually caught between a rock and a 
hard place: government regulations and 
the expectations oi company chiefs. 
Then, of course, there are the small 
problems with emptoyes themselves: 
turnover, absenteeism and lack of i»t>- 
ductivity. 
TRYING TO COPE with this never- 
ending cycle of demands is a little easier 
if a personnel manager doesn’t have to 
go it alone. So every couple of months, a 
group of Northwest Suburban people ex­ 
perts get together to hash over the latest 
in labm* relations devetopmaits. The 
most recent session was held this week 
at Union Oil Co. in Palatine Township. 
The informal sessions are sponsored by 
the Northwest Industrial Council, an or- 
ganizati(Hi of over ISO companies. Busi­ 
nesses ranging from metal fabricating 
and engineering to research and devel- 
qimoit are represented in the council. 
A few laughs are prompted at the get 
toother by one perscHinel manager’s 
claim that be “dcesn’t give a damn” 
about some of those confounded govern­ 
ment regulations. After all, he claims, 
there simply isn’t enough time in a per­ 
son’s life to be inspected for everjrthing 
the government tries to regulate. 
But mostly the talk is serious, as some 
two dozen experts in labor relations try 
to unravel personnel problems. The sub­ 
ject of minority employment quotas is a 


particularly sensitive topic. As the dis­ 
cussion turns to specific proUans (**We 
can draw black factmy woikm but we 
just can’t seem to get them for office 
work”) they lean forward and head into 
a two-hour long give-and-take sessicm.

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Candidate Down The River For Publicity And Pollution

“Remember, if it goes over, it floats.” 
With that bit of advice, Clifford Lever- 
ence climbed into a kayak (with his life 
preserver on backwards) with an Ojibous 
Indian from Canada and began to paddle 
two miles down the Fox River at Elgin. 
Leverence is the Democratic candidate 
for the Illinois Senate from the Second 
Legislative District. He took the kayak 
trip down the river Friday to dramatize 
pollution in the river — and to get what 
he hopes will be a healthy chunk of pub­ 
licity. 
After wining and dining newsmen at 
Elgin's newest restaurant, Leverence 
took them by chartered bus to a spot in 
the flood-swollen Fox River underneath 
the 1-90 bridge. His plan was to paddle 
two miles down the river, taking water 
samples every hundred feet to be used in 
a lawsuit he is filing against the State of 
Wisconsin. 
Press releases explained Leverence 
would be going down the river with Fred 
Copenes, an Ojibous Indian who has par­ 
ticipated in similar stunts in his native 
Canada. And the Indian was to be in full 
Indian regalia yet. Well, maybe the 
Ojibous costume is a pair of yellow wash 
pants with an orange shirt, topped off 
with a leather vest and a beaded head­ 
band. 


NEWSMEN HAD more trouble than 
Leverence and his Indian friend in get­ 
ting underway. Two girls seemed rather 
startled when a half-dozen cars pulled 
into their yard near the river. No, they 
told the media, they never heard of ei­ 
ther Leverence or his kayak. 
Finally, the candidate was found. The 
kayak was being put together, and every­ 
one was ready to go. But Leverence, In­ 
dian, and fragile-kxxking craft were al­ 
ready a distance downstream before a 
power boat loaded with reporters and 
photographers could get free of a sand­ 
bar. 
The rest of the trip was rougher for 


press than politician. The power boat 
skipper tore madly through the rough, 
murky waters, spray drenching the pas­ 
sengers in an unwanted shower. Lever­ 
ence stayed close to shore, taking water 
samples and joking.

Leverence dock­ 
ed, holding up a jar of Fox River water 
for everyone to see, especially the photo­ 
graphers. 
Next, a press conference. We’ll prob­ 
ably never know how many of the news­ 
men came to see if Leverence would fall 
in the river, or how many stayed for the 
conference because the booze was free. 
The show continued. Leverence in­ 
troduced his attorney, Judson Baugh. 
THE LAYWER WAS there because Le­ 
verence was to sign a lawsuit he is filing 
against the State of Wisconsin. He con­ 
tends that our neighbor to the north is 
responsible for the pollution in the Fox 
River. 
To support the suit, which is to be filed 
today in Federal District Court, Lever­ 
ence has water samples taken in Canada, 
on the Illinois-Wisconsin border and, of 
course, at Elgin. He says the wa­ 
ter is more and more polluted the farther 
downstream he goes. 
But if Wisconsin — Racine and Ke­ 
nosha Counties in particular — is to 
blame, why is the water more polluted at 
Elgin than at the state border?

“WHY THESE ARE called Century 
Flow ^, ru never know,” said Diane as 
she explained how nimble fingers can 
produce a fair replica of enameled metal 
flowers in a much less expensive way. A 
brand new craft, the petal patterns for 
these paper flowers have only been on 
shop shelves the past few weeks. The use 
of gold leafing on petal backs, and subtly 
outlinging petal edges, is the secret that 
imparts a metallic look to iris, zinnia or 
violet. 


The medieval art of quilling, is enjoy­ 
ing a widespread revival, according to 
Mrs. Ahlgrim. Using cotton filler paper, 
she rolls 8-inch width strips, then glues 
them into basic designs or creates her 
own patterns to produce butterflies, reli­ 
gious symbols, decorations for wedding 
invitations, even Christmas ornaments 
with the addition of spray. 


TO “ TELL A BIG story in a very 
small space,” Diane turns to miniature 
rooms. Whether vignette type, four 
inches deep, or true miniatures, eight 
inches deep, Diane’s “room in a box,” 
thoroughly researched in advance for au­ 
thenticity, always creates the feeling of 
having just stepped in — or out — of it. 


The hinged wooden box with glass 
front may be purchased in craft shops 
and finished by the craft artist. Floors, 
ceilings, back and side walls may be con­ 
structed from illustration board. All fur­ 
nishings are constructed exactly to a 
scale of one inch to one foot, and balsa 
wood is the material most commonly 
used. 


Many tiny objects may be incorporated 
into a room. To the imaginative eye, the 
top of a toothpaste tube becomes a fluted 
lampshade, a piece of an old leather wal­ 
let is transformed into a leather-bound 
volume of yesteryear, corrugated board 
becomes fireplace bricks or stone steps.

Paper tole, or vue d’optique, is another 
craft at which Diane is remarkably 
proficient. “Tole involves both cutting 
and sculpture,” stated Diane. “ Too often 
the sculpture part is overlooked. All pat­ 
tern pieces must be contoured. Nothing 
is flat in nature.” 


Tipping off the audience on bow to im­ 
prove their paper tole technique, she ad­ 
vised them to use an unused curved 
manicure scissors or a decoupage scis­ 
sors, holding them with the first and 
fourth fingers, and always moving the 
paper into the scissors, not the scissors 
into the paper. The finished picture is a 
build-up of glued layers of paper to pro­ 
duce a three-dimensional effect. 


MRS. AHLGRIM HAS a host of delight­ 
fully odd friends called “Apple People” 
who draw smiles from all who view 
them. Their heads evolved from Golden 
Delicious apples, treated and dried over 
a period <rf at least a month, their fea­ 
tures painstakingly coaxed into their fi­ 
nal expression. Teeth of pearled rice or 
toothpick bits, eyes <rf colored pin heads, 
hands 
apple quarters and an imagina­ 
tive costume complete the capricious 
characters. 


Most recent craft to capture Diane’s 
fancy is creating pictures from broken 
fragments of stained glass. Her broken 
glass ship sails on a blue glass ocean; 
her glass butterflies and flowers sparkle 
with reflected li^bt. 


One particularly striking piece is a 
glass Christmas tree made of bnAen 
bottle glass glued to a triangular glass 
backing, the finished piece set upright on 
a stand and backed by the fiickering 
light of a candle.

Paper tole, or vue d’optique, is another 
craft at which Diane is remarkably 
proficient. “ Tole involves both cutting 
and sculpture,” stated Diane. “ Too often 
the sculpture part is overlooked. All pat­ 
tern pieces must be contoured. Nothing 
is flat in nature.” 


Tipping off the audience on how to im­ 
prove their paper tole technique, she ad­ 
vised them to use an unused curved 
manicure scissors or a decoupage scis­ 
sors, holding them with the first and 
fourth fingers, and always moving the 
paper into the scissors, not the scissors 
into the paper. The finished picture is a 
build-up of glued layers of paper to pro­ 
duce a three-dimensional effect. 


MRS. AHLGRIM HAS a host of delight­ 
fully odd friends called “ Apple People” 
who draw smiles from all who view 
them. Their heads evolved from Golden 
Delicious apples, treated and dried over 
a period of at least a month, their fea­ 
tures painstakingly coaxed into their fi­ 
nal expression.

right corner from there on a third down 
play. 
Five of Zakula’s six completions rn the 
opening half were, in fact, on third down 
plays. On Hersey’s earlier scoring drive 
Mark Krause picked up seven yards and 
a first down on one screen pass, Mark 
Conard hauled in a 30-yard gainer on an­ 
other third-down pass, Krause gained 22 
yards down the left sidelines on another 
third-down screen and finally Conard 
gathered a 12-yarder in beyond the goal 
line on still one more screen pass on the 
left side on third down. 
The whole march moved 84 yards in 14 
plays with Dan Damato toeing over the 
conversion.

NEW YORK (NEA) - It is autumn, 
the mellow time of year, when leaves 
turn many-hued, and wind picks up a 
nice nip and massive linemen crash into 
each other like furious rhinoceroses. 


We have come to accept all this as in­ 
eluctable life. Thus we have glorified 
football in this country. We have placed 
it on a pedestal by the lever of sym­ 
bolism. We have become convinced that 
it mirrors our violent times, is a meta­ 
phor for war and is evidence of man’s 
genetic fate. 
“I think the nature of man is to be 
aggressive and football is a 
violent 
game,” said Vince Lombardi, the exalted 
late professional football coach. 


Such amateur psychology has been 
part of the campaign, wittingly or other­ 
wise, to excuse and rationalize the bru­ 
tality of football. Lombardi’s quote was 
taken from the book. “The First 50 
Years: A Celebration of the National 
Football League In Its 50th Season.” It 
was produced by the NFL. 
The book, a typical football celebration 


of violence, quotes Konrad Lorenz, au­ 
thor of “On Aggression”: “There is, in 
the modern community no legitimate 
outlet for aggressive behavior . . . (So) 
the main function of sp o t today lies in 
the cathartic discharge of aggressive 
urge.” 
Lately, it has been taken for granted 
that man is naturally pretty beastly and 
that in those rare instances when he is 
not pummeling his fellow man (or wish­ 
ing to), it is only because he has momen­ 
tarily been diverted by sonneting equally 
primitive, such as sex or food or bowels. 
Now so, says Alexander Alland Jr., as­ 
sociate professor of anthropology at Co­ 
lumbia University, in his recently pub­ 
lished book, “The Human Imperative.” 
He flatly rejects biological determin­ 
ism and with it the theory that man in­ 
herently thirsts for mayhem. He does not 
of course, deny that man is capable of 
aggressive responses but believes they 
are learned — like extending a pinky 
when drinking — and not instinctive. 
Aband’* work with isolated African 
tribes such as the Abron and Semai pro­ 
vides him with his evidence. When a 


Semai is angry, for instance, he wib 
throw his own property around much like 
a bnebacker flinging his bulk on a quar­ 
terback. But the Semai is careful not to 
hurt anyone. “Even so, such behavior is 
frowned upon,” writes Aband, “because 
it scares people.” 
Aband does not deny that violence is 
rampant nowadays. But he rejects theo­ 
ries that man is naturaby warlike, thus 
needing violent games to mirror and 
reinforce the brutality of our world. 
Where one anthropologist cabed man the 
“weapon maker,” Aband cabs him the 
“symbol maker.” “It is the symbobc 
process which abows man to first think 
of and then create tools, among them 
weapons,” he writes. 
If man wib look at his social processes 
and the development of his individual 
personalities, then the “needs” for war 
and aggression — in modern times most 
usuaby caused by pobtico-economic fac­ 
tors — wib dissolve, Aband argues. 
Finally, he disputes footbab theorists 
like Paul Brown who say that footbab is 
a healthful release of our aggressions. 
Brown says in “The First 50 Years,” 


“I’ve known women who thought football 
was worthless and brutal. But they just 
don’t understand the nature of the male. 
. . The fact is that young men enjoy (the 
big cobissions). Nothing is going to stop 
it. If we could just have a Super Bowl 
between Russia and the United States, 
instead of ab those tanks and balbstic 
missiles, things would be a lot better.” 
Aband: “It has been suggested that 
play can be substituted for war through 
t h e 
instituionaiization 
of 
aggressive 
games. Such a solution is likely to be 
unsuccessful. 
“Games may, in fact, be used as an 
institutionalized means of preparing men 
for war (Gen. Douglas MacArthur said 
precisely that). There is no evidence that 
game playing lowers aggression in itself. 
In fact, there is contrary evidence. Par­ 
ticipants and spectators of violent sports 
may feel a surge of aggression in them­ 
selves as a result of direct stimulation. 
“The bebef that one can offer psy­ 
chological cures for social problems is a 
delusion; perhaps it even diverts atten­ 
tion from the real causes of war.” 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

Fans poured out onto the field. The 
band marched back out on to the playing 
area and struck up their school song. 
Meanwhile, the coach and half a dozen 
players were hoisted onto seas of shoul­ 
ders and carried (Hit of the stadium.

“It was just one of those days,” sighed 
Conant pilot Ralph Losee. “We had an 
inkling it was going to be a rough after­ 
noon before we even came over and 
things seemed to go from bad to worse 
after we arrived.** 
What had the Cougar coach con­ 
cerned beforehand was a noticeably thin 
rest of just 21 men including several 
spanking new to their positions. “Illness, 
injuries, suspensions, you name it,” he 
said, adding, “As an example, when our 
regular fullback pulled up with a swollen 
arm we moved another kid into the posi­ 
tion this past week and Friday the sub­ 
stitute went to the hospital for an appen­ 
dectomy.** 
So Losee had a junior guard going at 


the fullback slot among other things. His 
regular punter was also sidelined and the 
substitute kicker suffered some trying 
moments with practically gale force 
winds in his face for half of the game. 
“Don’t take anything away from Glen­ 
bard though. They were charged up, with 
homecoming and all, and they were right 
there to capitalize on our mistakes. Their 
passing game seemed to hurt us most of 
all.** 
The GBN aerial attack accounted for 
both of their second half TDS and 
directly set up another score. And it was 
yet another pass, of the Conant variety, 
that provided the hosts with the initial 
spark late in the first quarter. 
It was actually the last play of the first 
stanza and the Cougars, with the wind at 
their backs, were hurriedly going to the 
airways to move the ball before changing 
direction. A heave by Mike Atkocaitis 
was speared by Panther safety Steve 
Walter and he skirted over to the left 
sidelines and sauntered 70 yards to pay­ 
dirt. 


Late in the second period Glenbard 
quarterback Daryl Feltes zeroed in on 
his

lanky 
Marlon 
Brooks, for a leaping 12-yard gainer to 
set up shop on the one-yard stripe. Den­ 
nis Hardt bulled up the middle from 
there and the home team took a 12-0 ad­ 
vantage into the dressing room. 
While Feltes remained fairly selective 
in his passing, going on to complete sev­ 
en of eleven mostly in critical situations, 
Atkocaitis came back in the second half 
throwing to catch up. Mike eventually 
tied a Mid-Suburban League record 
owned by former Cougar John Macdon­ 
ald in launching a total of 37 passes dur­ 


ing the course of the game. 
Still, it was Feltes who struck paydirt 
first in the third period. With the help of 
a 43-yard dash by Steve Schmitt, the 
Panthers advanced 72 yards in nine 
plays and Brooks gathered in the clin­ 
cher from 27 yards out. 
After that Atkocaitis connected with 
Tom Black three times during a Conant 
drive of 57 yards. At the nine, Paul Geb- 
hardt capped this rally by stretching 
high to gather in another Atkocaitis aeri­ 
al.
